National  Assistance  Act,  1948 

(a)  Section  50 — Burial  of  the  Dead 

No  action  was  required  under  this  section  during 
the  year  under  review. 


(b)  Removal  to  suitable  Premises  of  Persons  in  need 
of  Care  and  Attention. 

During  the  year  action  was  taken  in  one  instance 
under  this  Section.  In  spite  of  many  attempts  to 
persuade  an  elderly  lady  to  enter  hospital  they 
were  of  no  avail,  and  legal  action  had  eventually  to 
be  taken  to  permit  her  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital.  Three  other  persons  during  the  year  were 
also  persuaded  to  voluntarily  enter  hostel  accom- 
modation provided  by  the  County  Council. 


TUBERCULOSIS 


Facilities  for  the  diagnosis  and  home  and  clinic  treat- 
ment of  Tuberculosis  are  obtained  through  Dr.  Hugh  Trail, 
Chest  Physician  Old  Cottage  Hospital,  Bridgend,  (Tel.  No. 
Bridgend  2345).  In  his  work  Dr.  Trail  is  assisted  by  an 
assistant  Chest  Physician.  The  Chest  Physicians  are  also 
responsible  for  the  medical  treatment  of  the  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  at  the  Cefn  Hirgoed  Isolation 
Hospital. 

During  the  past  15  years  there  has  been  a dramatic  fall 
in  the  death  rate  from  clinical  tuberculosis  and  a steady 
decline  in  the  notification  of  this  disease.  This  is  due  to 
modern  therapy  and  the  continuation  and  extended  use  of 
radiology,  healthy  environment,  fewer  open  cases  and  the 
artificial  immunity  of  the  younger  generation  when 
required.  This  improvement  has  also  coincided  with 
measures  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  tuberculosis  in 
cattle  and  with  the  widespread  pasteurisation  of  milk.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
1. — Water  Supply 

The  Council  are  members  of  the.  Mid-Glamorgan  Water 
Board.  The  other  members  are:  Cowbridge  Borough, 
Maesteg  U.D.C.,  Bridgend  U.D.C,,  Ogmore  and  Garw  U.D.c! 
and  the  Penybont  R.D.C. 

This  Board  supplies  132,000  people  with  water  and  the 
average  supply  daily  amounts  to  62  million  gallons.  Im- 
provements costing  £450,000  are  being  carried  out  to 
increase  the  supply. 

The  main  source  for  your  area  comes  from  an  under- 
ground stream  at  Schwyll.  This  is  a hard  water  which 
contains  a negligible  amount  of  fluoride.  When  examined 

m November  1955  the  amount  present  was  0.044  parts  per 
million.  ^ ^ 


Many  interesting  debates  on  the  “Fluoridation  of  Water 
Supplies  took  place  during  the  year.  Several  members 
^ ad  passionate  convictions  that  this  procedure  would  result 
in  the  public  suffering  horrifying  medical  complications, 
and  m spite  of  the  overwhelming  evidence  that  was  sub- 
mitted to  the  contrary,  the  Council  by  a small  maiority 
opposed  supporting  this  action.  ^ ^ 

All  houses  in  the  area  are  provided  with  individual 
water  supplies  direct  to  the  houses. 
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3. — Drainage  and  Sewerage 

The  major  portion  of  the  district  is  sewered;  one  small 
section  has  a separate  system  for  surface  water  drainage  the 
remainder  is  on  a combined  system.  That  part  of  the  Urban 
Area,  west  of  the  railway,  drains  by  gravity  to  a sea  outfall 
near  Iron  Gate  Point.  Most  of  the  sewage  of  the  Eastern 
section  gravitates  to  a pumping  station  at  Gian  Road,  the 
remainder  to  a sea  outfall  situated  opposite  the  Red  House, 
Newton. 

Cesspools 

The  emptying  and  cleansing  of  cesspools  is  carried  out 
by  the  Council’s  workmen  under  the  direction  of  the 
Surveyor. 


THE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF 
TOWN  REFUSE 


Collection 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  own  staff  under 
the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 
Residential  quarters  have  a weekly  collection  of  their  house- 
hold refuse,  whilst  from  business  centres  and  hotels  the 
refuse  is  collected  twice  weekly,  or  more  frequently  if  the 
necessity  exists. 

All  refuse  is  collected  in  modem  and  specially  designed 
motor  vehicles,  thereby  reducing  to  a minimum  any 
nuisance  which  may  arise. 

Refuse  Disposal 

Thedisposal  of  refuse  is  by  “Controlled  Tipping,’’  the 
tip  being  situated  on  the  sand  dunes  in  the  eastern  part  of 
your  area.  The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  proper  layer 
formation,  the  refuse  being  levelled  and  top  dressed  with 
sand. 

The  problem  of  finding  suitable  tipping  land,  however, 
continues  to  be  an  urgent  and  major  problem  in  your 
District. 


Back  Lanes 

Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  back  lanes  of  the  District 
as  clean  and  passable  as  present  circumstances  will  allow. 
Frequent  inspections  are  made  with  a view  to  preventing 
deposit  and  accumulation  of  refuse  thereon.

ERADICATION  OF  INSECT  PESTS 

Thirty-five  visits  were  made  to  19  premises. 

The  work  of  disinfestation  was  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Department,  and  the  costs  incurred  were 
recovered  from  the  owner  and/or  occupier  of  the  infested 
premises.  In  every  instance  contact  insecticides  were  used, 
and  the  results  proved  satisfactory. 

During  the  summer  months  numerous  complaints  were 
received  from  residents  of  the  Wilderness  area  that 
swarms  of  mosquitoes  were  causing  a nuisance  through 
their  bites  and  disturbing  the  sleep  of  the  residents  of  the 
area.  These  mosquitoes  came  from  their  breding  grounds 
in  the  swamps  and  pools  at  the  Wilderness.  So  numerous 
were  the  complaints  that,  following  consultation  with  the 
owner  of  the  land,  anti-mosquito  treatment  was  carried 
out.  This  treatment  proved  effective  and  was  repeated  as 
occasion  demanded.  The  permanent  solution  to  this  prob- 
lem, however,  must  be  the  cleansing  of  the  water  courses 
and  a suitable  drainage  of  the  area. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949. 

A rodent  operator  is  employed  by  the  Council  for  the 
destruction  of  rats  throug’hout  the  district.  All  complaints 
from  private  and  busines  premises  were  attended  to,  the 
treatment  being  carried  out  free  of  charge  in  private 
premises,  but  the  cost  of  treatment  at  business  and  com- 
mercial premises  was  recovered.

At  points  where  there  was  a good  take,  follow-up 
treatments  were  done.  These  regular  treatments  of  the 
sewers  have  resulted  in  less  complaints  being  now  received 
of  surface  infestation  as  compared  with  previously  when 
there  was  a tendency  for  rats  to  breed  in  the  sewers. 

Three  block  controlled  schemes  were  also  found  to  be 
necessary.  In  this  type  of  block  treatment  all  the  premises 
and  land  within  a given  area  are  treated  simultaneously. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Atmospheric  pollution  is  not  a problem  in  your  area 
and  no  action  was  necessary. 

SCHOOLS  IN  THE  PORTHCAWL  AREA 

Seventeen  visits  were  made  to  schools  during  the  year. 
There  are,  in  your  area,  three  large,  well-equipped  schools 
provided  by  the  County  Council. 

One  modern  Primary  School  is  situated  in  New  Road, 
and  serves  the  East  Ward  of  the  area. 

The  second,  incorporating  all  the  latest  facilities  in 
modern  design,  is  situated  in  the  north  end  of  Suffolk 
Place,  in  the  West  Ward  of  the  area. 

The  third  school  is  a modem  Secondary  School  situated 
in  Park  Avenue,  in  the  West  Ward.  This  latter  school  is 
of  modern  design  and  situated  in  pleasant  surroundings. 

In  addition  there  are  the  following  schools  in  the 
Porthcawl  district : —

HOUSING 

General  Observations. 

During  the  year  148  houses  were  erected  by  private 
enterprise,  none  by  the  Local  Authority. 

It  is  disappointing  that  no  council  houses  were  built 
during  the  year.  Perhaps  next  year  the  dismal  record  of 
recent  years  will  be  broken  and  help  given  to  many  urgent 
cases  especially  among  the  aged.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

During  the  summer  months  10  sites  were  occupied  by 
holiday  campers  in  tents  and  motor  trailers.  1266  visits 
were  made  to  camping  sites  in  1963. 

Very  good  co-operation  is  received  from  the  caravan 
owners  in  connection  with  the  conditions  that  were  imposed 
on  their  Licences  as  the  result  of  the  Caravan  and  Control 
of  Development  Act,  1960. 

Prior  to  the  Caravan  Act  of  1960  the  traditional 
tentage  area  of  the  Urban  District  was  located  at  Plovers 
Plain.  Since  the  Act  came  into  operation,  difficulties  have 
arisen  in  connection  with  the  proper  siting  of  tents. 
Experience  in  recent  years  has  shown  that  indiscriminate 
siting  tends  to  create  serious  public  health  problems.  In 
the  past,  it  was  possible  to  have  tents  alongside  caravans 
on  licensed  sites  but  the  new  Act  forbids  such  practice. 
In  view  of  this,  it  is  suggested  that  thought  be  given  to 
granting  planning  permission  and  a public  health  licence 
to  land  within  our  area  for  the  stationing  of  tents.  Such 
action  would  enable  the  department  to  have  better  control 
over  tents,  which  appear  to  be  becoming  more  popular  each 
year.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply 

Under  The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations, 
1960,  the  licensing  of  milk  dealers  is  now  the  responsibility 
of  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  as  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Authority  for  the  area.  Dealer’s  licences  on,  or  after  1st 
January,  1961,  are  valid  for  five  years  and  will  be  renewable 
for  subsequent  quinquennial  periods. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

The  regulations  came  into  operation  in  1956,  and  have 
resulted  in  a great  improvement  in  the  handling  and  dis- 
tribution of  food. 
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Continued  vigilance  and  frequent  inspections  are  re- 
quired in  order  to  maintain  a high  standard  of  cleanliness 
in  the  shops,  cafes  and  hotels  and  to  impress  on  those  in 
control  the  heavy  responsibility  that  is  placed  upon  them 
in  ensuring  that  the  Regulations  are  in  all  respects  observed. 

Under  these  regulations  legal  action  was  taken  against 
a butcher  for  carrying  on  a business  in  a building  that  was 
insanitary  and  totally  unsatisfactory.  The  magistrates  found 
the  case  proved  and  imposed  fines  totalling  £44  together 
with  £8  8s.  costs. 

One  wonders  how  successful  has  been  the  programme 
in  educating  the  public  in  food  hygiene.  The  department 
continues  to  receive  frequent  complaints  that  shop  assis- 
tants repeatedly  handle  cooked  meat  when  serving.  We 
consider  it  justifiable,  in  order  to  safeguard  the  health  of 
the  family,  that  customers  should  refuse  to  accept  cooked 
meats  that  have  been  in  direct  contact  with  the  hands  of  the 
shop  assistants.

An  examination  of  the  table  of  causes  of  deaths  shows 
that  the  highest  figure  occurs  from  “Coronary  Disease  and 
Angina”.  The  total  of  46,  however,  is  not  alarming  when  one 
appreciates  that  15  deaths  occurred  in  the  65-75  year  group 
and  21  in  the  over  75  year  group. 

The  public  mortuary  facilities  provided  at  Southlands 
Funeral  Parlour  by  a private  undertaker  has  overcome  a 
difficulty  that  previously  existed  in  the  town,  especially  so 
during  the  summer  months. 


XT  your  Chief  Public 

Jrlealth  Inspector  retired  after  serving  for  33  years  with 

this  Authority.  He  was  appointed  to  his  post  in  1930  and 
served  through  a period  when  many  triumphs  were  achieved 
in  the  field  of  infectious  diseases.  Into  a well-earned  re- 
tirement  he  takes  the  appreciation  and  good  wishes  both  of 
the  Council  and  the  members  of  the  staff.
